YMCA Youngsters Aid 
Smokey Bear at Campsite

One hundred eighty-three 
Torrance youngsters came to 
the aid of Smokey Bear last 
week while attending Tor­ 
rance YMCA Camp Hound 
Meadow near Barton Flats.

Local Rangers were faced 
with the loss of 73,000 tiny 
pine trees in desperate need 
of water. Government per­ 
sonnel was not available to 
save the young forest.

Lester Foster, local school 
principal, was serving as 
camp director of the Y, and 
he heard of the impending 
disaster. Within minutes, Fos­ 
ter recruited an army of 
eager YMCA boys; dozens of 
watering cans; 300 gallons of 
water; and transportation to 
the newly planted forest.

The group devoted a day of 
work to saving the trees. The 
boys trudged back and forth 
for over five hours in order

to water each small plant.
Foster reported that this 

work project was one of the 
highlights of camp for the 
boys involved.
